Francisco Miranda was a type of the 
reckless fighter and adventurer always 
dear to the hero worshiper, and he was 
so closely identified with the inception 
of Venezuela’s revolunon against Spain 
that he w ill always be held as a nation­ 
al hero. 
He was boro in Caracas in 17.’.« and 
entered the 
.Spanish m ilitary service 
when he was 17. He served in the U n it­ 
ed States in 1780 aud later in Cuba. 
He 
was forced toleav. Cnha for some illegal 
transaction, and for several years led an 
adventurous life 
in 
R ussia, Turkey, 
England and Germany. 
He went into 
the French service at the outbreak of Hie 
revolution and by brilliant service reach­ 
ed the rank of major general. His name 
is fin the Arc do Triompbe in Paris, 
as one of the great captains of the revo­ 
lution. 
His reckless and adventurous 
spirit, apparently kept him in constant 
conflict with sober law, for in 1 797 be 
was condemned by the directory, but es­ 
caped to England. 
R eceiving no aid in 
England, he came to the United States. 
Here he put into motion his scheme 
of freeing his native country from the 
Spanish rule. 
He found menus to equip 
two small vessels, and w ith 20b volun 
teer» hesailed for Venezuela. He landed 
early in 1800 and was attacked by a 
superior Hpanlsh force, losing many of 
his men. 
The Bpaiiish captain burned 
Miranda in efiigy and offered $50,000 
for his capture. He recouped his forces, 
ami a few months later took a Spanish 
town, hut did not succeed in arousing 
the people to revolution. 
It was some time later that he met 
Bolivar and with him went to Europe to 
secure aid for their enterprise. 
When they returned 
in Deoemlier, 
1810, Miranda organized the first repub 
| liean government, which was made pos 
j sible by the uprising of the people in 
A pril, 1810. 
He was vice president of 
congress and signed the constitution and 
the act of independe nee. 
He was com­ 
mander of the army and won several 
victories over the Spanish, but his disre­ 
gard for uil proprieties finally got him 
into trouble. 
His fellow officers among 
the revolutionists turned against him. 
he was ucoused of being a traitor to the 
cause, and in 1812 he was taken prisoner 
by his own party. 
He was allowed to fall into the hands 
j, 
. 
j of th eÍSpanish authorities, who sent him 
to Cadiz in 181 it as a political prisoner. 
Three years later, on Ju ly 14, !8|is, he 
died.—-New York MuiJ and Express.
